It’s going to be em barrassing to 
buy th a t purple $5 auto use tax 
stam p after August 1. A fter that 
daté they will have to be obtain­ 
ed directly from 
the internal 
revenue departm ent and the gen­ 
tlem en there are 
going to ask 
why, if you’ve been driving all 
through July, you haven’t bought 
it before. 
Postmaster R. M. Gorham said 
this w eek that the sale of the use 
tax stamps would stop at 
the 
postoffice Monday, July 31. 
Since the stamps went on sale 
here in the middle of June, 1520 
autoists have bought them. V ill­ 
agers paid Uncle Sam $7,600 for 
the privilege of driving their cars 
until June 30, 1945. 
In July a year ago, 1708 auto­ 
ists bought the yellow use 
tax 
stamps which expired last June 
30.

The im provem ent, w hen com­

road and Indian avenue to carry 
accum ulated w aters 
from

intersection of Arenas and Palm 
1 Canyon drive into the wash. 
At present the low intersection 
gathers all of the w ater running 
down Palm Canyon drive. In the 
days i^f unlim ited sidew alk w ash­ 
ing and irrigation, the corner was 
a pond of standing w i.ter every

Old Faithful Geyser*?1 
Yellowstone Park 
July 20, 1944 
"There’s a bear in our car,” 
shouted Edward, our driver, as he 
ran toward the road where we 
had left our automobile but a 
few minutes before, every door 
shut but not locked. Claw marks 
revealed how bruin had cunning­ 
ly opened the door and proceeded 
to tear the upholstery to pieces 
in search of food. 
He leaped from the car as we 
came near and made off, pursued 
by two of the Park employees 
who came along at that moment. 
They tell us the bears will bat in 
the glass if they can’t gain en­ 
trance any other way. There was 
no food of any kind in the car 
—but nonetheless he made a thor­ 
ough search. We reported the 
event further along to the ranger 
who had us make out a full report 
descriptive of the animal, size, 
color, etc. There being no food in 
the car incriminated the bear 
and the ranger said it would be 
shot.He is due to go off in four min­ 
utes.

grass 40 as fine trout as one could 
wish. 
Which reminds me of the words 
I saw on the wall of the place 
where we had breakfast: 
“ Behold the fisherman. He 
ariseth early and disturbeth the 
household. Great are his prepara­ 
tions. He fareth forth with hope. 
He cometh home late in the even­ 
ing smelling of strong drink and 
the truth is not in him." 
Another time I will tell you 
about Mr. Tracy, the most unfor- 
getable character I have ever 
met.

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School Crisis Becomes Real 


Local educators years ago began warning against 
an impending drift away from the field of educa­ 
tion because of better rewards offered young 
people in industry and trade. 
Today we see real­ 
istic confirmation of those predictions, as evidenced 
by the following newspaper item : 
“OROVILLE, July 16.— (API— Eight rural Butte 
County schools cannot open this fall because of 
teacher 
shortage, 
County 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools Jay Partridge said today.” 


Only a few lines in a press dispatch— but they 
carry news freighted with ominous significance for 
California. 
The manpower lack which is closing 
school doors and forcng even the wealthiest dis­ 
tricts to employ sub-standard teachers, started two 
years before the war, advises the State Council of 
Education. 
Its causes are plain, since our hind­ 
sight now is a little better than our foresight when 
the problem was in the making. 


The present State allotment to elementary 
schools, totaling $60 per pupil per year, and used 
by local school boards for salaries and school op­ 
eration, was fixed in 1920—just 20 years before the 
present sharp upturn began either in industrial 
wages or in the cost of living. Thirteen years later, 
in response to widespread evidence that an educa­ 
tional breakdown was threatened by low' salary 
standards, the Legislature of 1937 fixed $1320 as 
the minimum wage for elementary teachers.* 


Only last year that minimum was increased to 
$1500 "for the emergency.” It will revert back to 
$1320 on June 30, next year. 
It is not surprising 
that young men and women w'ho might make 
splendid educators remain unimpressed. They can 
make twice that salary in industry with but a frac­ 
tion of the training required of a grammar school 
teacher. Teacher-training enrollments have drop­ 
ped off 63 per cent! 


Many school districts, unable greatly to supple­ 
ment the State allotment by local taxes, are strong­ 
ly affected by teacher losses. 
It is to m eet that 
crisis, the Council of Education announces, that it 
will present on the Fall election ballot Proposition 
9, to increase the State’s share of school costs from 
$60 to $80 per pupil. Parents of children in school 
and educators alike will watch that development 
with keen interest.

But County's Tax

A lthough the county’s prelim in­ 
ary 
budget, 
prepared 
by 
th e 
board of supervisors and turned 
over this week to Auditor Ray 
T. Hicks for tabulation and p rin t­ 
ing, is higher than last year, th e 
county tax rate will be lower, it 
was indicated following a budget 
m eeting 
at 
th e 
county 
court 
house. 
The general county budget this 
year was fixed at $4,837,481 after 
$26,923 had been pared from the 
total by the board. For the past 
fiscal year, the total was $4,611,­ 
715. 
The tax rate this year will be 
1.53 com pared to 1.66 last year, 
a 13 cent drop per $100 valuation. 


Kew Calendar Proposed 


\Ve have not yet seen the “scientifically perfect 
perpetual calendar” plan which is creating much 
talk in Washington where its principles are em­ 
bodied in a resolution now before the House Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 
But we can’t deny that 
this latest calendar plan has some fascinating 
possibilities. 
Here are some of them: 
Every month would have 26 working days, no 
more, no less. Each and every quarter would have 
91 days, a re-shuffling which would promise vast 
relief not only to business houses, government and 
institutions of every conceivable nature, but to 
overburdened bookkeepers and auditors as well. 
Holidays and anniversaries would fall on the 
same day of the week and month each year. And 
finally, Friday the 13th would be wholly eliminated. 
Claimed as strong proponents are the Hawaiian 
Legislature, the Honolulu Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce, many large American companies, Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technology and several Uni­ 
versities which have studied the plan. 
Contrary to natural supposition, the “perpetual 
calendar” was not devised by some venerable 
savant who has spent his days delving into tomes 
for material on which to base his great experiment. 
The plan, which, If accepted, would throw most of 
the civilized world out of kilter and then throw it 
back in step again, is authored and sponsored by a 
young Navy Lieutenant, Willard Edwards, of Mas­ 
sachusetts. ' 
If the Edwards resolution gets through the fiery 
ordeal of those current hearings unscathed, it must 
be admitted it has something to offer, for countless 
proposals for calendar simplification have piled up 
in years past on the shoals of scientific, business 
and economic scrutiny set up to test their merit.

In com m em oration of th e 1775 
act of congress, the w ar d ep art­ 
m ent has set aside tom orrow as a 
day erf observance of the1 historic 
date.

An urgent call for civilians with aircraft engineering skills to 
replace enlisted men at the 21st Ferrying Group has been isaued by 
Lt. Col. Albert E. Higgins, commanding officer of the local Ferrying 
Division base at the Palm Springs Army Air Field. 


“A ircraft engineering personnels 
are being sent overseas w eekly 
to fill requests of the C om m and­ 
ing G enerals in various theaters 
of operations,” Colonel Higgins 
stated. “The num ber of m en being 
transferred overseas far exceeds 
the available m ilitary 
replace­ 
ments. M any of these vacancies 
must be filled by civilians.” 


KEEP 'EM FLYING 


Colonel Higgins said th a t since 
June 1 of this year, several hun­ 
dred Ferrying Division enlisted 
m en have been m ade available 
for overseas duty because their 
jobs w ere ^iken over by civilians. 
These soldiers, specialists in hy­ 
draulic systems, propellors and 
electrical work, will help keep 
Allied 
planes 
flying from

bases all over the world. 
Men and women of all ages are 
needed a t F errying D ivision in­ 
stallations w ithin this country. 
W hile preference is given those 
w ith m echanical training, m any 
unskilled civilians who display an 
aptitude for engineering a re sent 
to vocational schools, w hile others 
are given on-the-job train in g by 
the enlisted personnel w hom they 
w ill replace. Boys of 17 w ho re ­ 
lieve soldiers as alert crew s on 
aircraft servicing lines m ay re ­ 
ceive training in aircraft engin­ 
eering—specialized training that 
has resulted in m any an unskilled 
youth becoming a valuable m e­ 
chanic.

The War L M anpower Com m is­ 
sion has now joined the group 
of governm ent bureaus which, 
w ith unintentional hum or, sets 
out to regulate the obvious, to 
confuse the simple, and in words 
of the colored minister, to “un­ 
screw the inscrutable.”

“Job Family Series.” One is for 
people who w ant to know w hat 
occupations are related, in the 
m anufacture of amm unition. An­ 
other one, which gives m e the 
greatest enjoym ent, lists “occupa­ 
tions related to selected profes­ 
sional, sales and services occupa­ 
tions.’’ 
The one on am m unition m anu­ 
facturing occupations is a nicely 
printed booklet, 8 x 10, w ith 48 
pages and cover, listing occupa­ 
tions related to am m unition m ak­ 
ing. For example, the booklet 
says on page 4 that if you have 
been a “bench m achinist” you 
could be a bench m achinist in an 
amm unition plant, which 
m ust 
I have taken some heavy thinking, 
I but it also lists 63 other jobs the 
WMC considers related, including 
“w atchm aker”, which explains a 
• lot to me, as I now suspect the 
[ man who fixed my w atch in 
] W ashington was a “bench ma- 
j chinist.” 
I 
There’s little in the book that 
; a good personnel m an doesn’t 
i know already, and it com pletely 
overlooks the fact th at under 
present conditions all a personnel 
man does is to put his hand on an 
applicant for a job and see if he, 
or she, is still warm. The book is 
just as necessary as a second ta il. 
on one of my Scotties, but it did 
allow the WMC to set up a new 
departm ent called the "Division 
of 
Occupational 
Analysis 
and 
Manning Tables.” All in all, 17,­ 
452 occupations have been listed 
under 29,744 job titles, w ith code 
numbers for all jobs. 
The other booklet really gets 
down to cases. If for exam ple you 
have been a tea-leaf reader up to 
now, or a palmist, (honest folks, 
I’m not m aking up one w ord of 
this) the WMC suggests th a t you 
could be a tag machine operator, 
or a sorter, or in one of 13 other 
jobs. If you’ve been a gam bler, 
the WMC says you could be an 
“Inform ation C lerk” which I per­ 
sonally think is appropriate, or 
one of 27 other occupations. 
If you w ere an actor, you’ve got 
great 
opportunities. 
Y o u 
can 
even be a telephone operator. 
Shakespeare said, “There’s good 
luck in odd num bers,” and the 
WMC evidently thinks he m eant 
wrong numbers. 
I can see the possibilities of a 
masseur as a baker’s helper, to 
mix dough, w hich the WMC lists 
quite seriously. I am not so sure 
about a “rest room attendant” as 
a "sanitary m an” in a dairy. I 
agree 
that 
a 
“custom 
tailo r” 
might be able to run a sew ing 


machine. There are apparently no 
openings for politicians, but I find 
that “w riters" (w hich I hope in­ 
cludes columnists) can be “con­ 
tinuity w riters, gov. service; edi­ 
tors, news; script w riters; scen­ 
ario w riters; editorial w riters; re­ 
porters; copy readers; teachers; 
abstractors; job analysts; censors; 
proof readers or library assist­ 
ants.” 
I still can’t figure th at this took 
a great deal of brainw ork to com ­ 
pile, but it did give somebody, or 
several somebodies, som ething to 
do in W ashington. I rise to*' re­ 
m ark that the sentence I like best 
isn’t in the booklets, but in the 
personal letter from Paul M cNutt 
which cam e with them . It said, 
“This Job Fam ily w as intended to 
serve a special service and should 
be used cautiously.”
